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HANCOCK’9 rOfilTIOAL RECORD. 
General Winfield Scott Hancock was a favorite 
condidaU» with a large part of the dem ocracy m 
1808 for the Presidential nom ination, and the sam e 
partiality Is still iiinnifestcd tow ards him. 
Had he 
been put on the ticket at th at time instead of Gene­ 
ral Blair he would have added to It a strength which 
it very m uch need. Tnat he is not an office seeker, 
and prefers being a soldier to a politician, his whole 
life proves. Daring the late w ar his services were 
as con-splcuons as tnose of any m an in the Union 
ranks, and were characterised at once by extrem e 
faithfulness and great ability. 
It Is too late now 
to recount his trooble with tbe President In relation 
to Ills assignm ent to nis present command, but In 
the correspondence which ensued between him and 
General Shefm an there arc a few sentences which 
go far toward m aking him a brilliant political re­ 
cord. "1 am ,’* he said, with an em phasis that the 
country will re-ecno, “loyal to m y^foverment and 
oouBtrv. and have, I teel quite sure, discharged with 
fideltty m r duues as a soldier for nearly a geuera- 
Uon of the service.” 
Bat even more clear than this is w hst h» o sn nr 
his differences with the adm inlsiratlon In regard to 
ins course at New Orleans and his removal ftom th at 
command. 
It was as follows:—“ I wa.s glad to be 
remove I from that com m and; gla 1 of the opportu- 
niiy thus presented. 
I m ight have retained It, not­ 
w ithstanding the numlliatlon I had experienced, but 
my pride forbade it. 
It Is well known th at I never 
desired the comm-ind; I had my opinions upon 
political m atters, but had never obtruded them ; I 
merely wished to be a soldier, not a poililclan. 
I 
had been enabled to go through the war avoiding 
politics, and. by constantly rem aining in the field, to 
retain the esteem, generally, of all parties in the 
country. Id .d n o t wish to sacnficc that esteem ; I 
therefore did not desire to go to New Orleans, and 
was glad to be relieved, for 1 knew I could not 
satisfv tne unreasonable 
ex p ecu tlo n s of m any 
patriotic p etp le If I confined myself to the latitude 
allowed me by the laws and did not advance 
beyond them . 
I executed the laws faithfully 
wnile m ere, 
but not in the Interests of p ar­ 
tisans. 
I lelt h urt that, as a soldier defending 
the preroffatlvos of my office. General Grant, m r 
n ex t commander, had not snstained me, but had 
bum llialed me in presence of the people whom I 
had been sent to govern. 
I did not contest his right 
to revoke ray action in reference to appointm ents 
under m e reconstruction laws, but 1 knew th a t the 
question was merely one ol power as against tnose 
who wl.«bcd to have me removed, and who believed 
it an easy m atter to accomoHsh, alter I had declared 
that. It overrnlod. i would ask to be relieved, pro­ 
vided They could induce General Grant to revoke 
my ftcilon.” 
Ocnenil Hancock, It is plain enough, would be 
slow to accept a nom ination for the Vice Presklenoy. 
If ne felt the nom ination was intended merely to do 
him honor be would certainly decline it. 
He indi­ 
cates thU in his letter of July 4. 1868, when he 
avowed he would not consider tt his dnty to accept 
a nom ination for that office. 
But there is a para­ 
graph in the letter which «how.s that he would not 
reject it if u came to him in the light of a duty. 
"They were generous enough,’' he said—speaking of 
his friends—“ to suppose that with my antecedents 
and surroundings I might be elected President, and 
that by an adm inistration conducted rigidly on tne 
principles of the constliuilou peace and prosperity 
I'ould be restored to the country. 
I illd not foci at 
liberty to refu.se lo contribute, if I could, to a con- 
sum mation worthy of the noblest am bition.” 
A few days afterward. In a loiier to Mr. S. T. 
Glover, of Louisville, who nad written to him In re­ 
lation to rum ors that he wonld not support the 
democratic nomluees, he Justified hU patriotism and 
defined his poslHon in a very m arked m anner.

Ever since the davs of "Old Hickory” the Penn­ 
sylvania politicians have cluag to the Idea that in 
a!l Presidential contests ilieir Stato bolds tbe oal.ance 
of power, and uitimatoly decl los tho question. This 
opinion has beou very generally accepted by poli­ 
ticians 
of all 
parties 
throughout 
the 
coun­ 
try, 
and 
hence 
the anxtety

Pennsylvania is likely to go in a Presidential 
cantpalgii, 
Ju'it now it would bo difficult 
to 
predict how ihe State will go In the cam paign 
of 1872. 
Both parries arc som ewhat divided—the 
republican party on cam iidatcs and the dem ocratic 
on principles. The breach between w hat is known 
as the "C urtin” facaou and tho "Cam eron” fnctioii 
in the republican party is far from being healed, 
while the “new departure” recently adopte 1 by tho 
Democratic Convention which m et here threatens 
to create half a dozeu factions within the ranks of 
that party. 
On my way hero I happened to m eet Colonel A. 
K. .McClure, who Is very generally regarded as the 
author of the "new departure” platform. 
It was 
engineered by Lewis 0. Cassidy, a dom ooratlc poll- 
t'.clan of great local influence in Philadelphia, but 
It Is believed by many to have been draw n by 
McClure. The latter was for many years a loading 
republican, and, prior to G rant’s adm inistration, 
was one of the most active m en of his party. It 
will be remembered that soon after G rant’s election, 
and before he was Inaugurated, .McClure had an In­ 
terview with him, whereat the Pennsylvania poli­ 
tician was candidly told that his friend Curtin 
could not go Into the cabinet. 
Ever since McClure 
has iielonged to that class of republicans dcnoml 
nated by President Grant “ disappointed m en.” 
In tho absence of Governor Curtin, now United 
States Minister at St. Petersburg, McClure Is tbe 
leader of the "Curtin faction” lu tho State, and It 
is shrewdly suspected that ho has taken a hand In 
the "new departure” movement, with a view of 
carrying h 's faction to the other side, so as to de­ 
feat Grant's re-eiectlon and give Pennsylvania to

We publish to-day a series of coiivera itions 
with l.'ading public men, in difTcrent parts of 
the country on he Presidential qiioslion just 
now looniiug up in the eyes of the people. 
It 
will bs' seen that there is a ge.ior.d acquies­ 
cence In t'u* renom inition of President G rant 
by t.he republicans, the politicians of both par­ 
ties conceding it as a foregone conclusion. 
But the democrats have not yet aottled down 
npon a candidate. 
Hancock is in many re­ 
spects their strongest man. 
Ho has a brilliant 
w ar record, and hU peace record is conserva­ 
tive and wise. 
Ho would neither govern the 
South by iiiilHary power nor vex the North 
with the dead Issues ol negro slavery and negro 
siitTrago. 
But in all the high qualities which 
distinguish him he is equalled by Chief Justice 
Chase, and surpassed in those which wait 
mostly upon age and come only with political 
servics and experience. 
If the democracy 
should make him Ibeir candidate they would 
find It difficult to Oil tho other place on the 
ticket; but with Chase and Hancock they 
would have one round and perfo.t as a star. 
The perfccUon of a ticket depends as much 
ujHjn tbe names of the candid ites as their 
qiialiiics. 
The whigs would have had great 
difficulty in electing Harrison and Tyler had 
it not 
been for their effective war-cry of 
“ Tippecanoe andTyler too.” The unpronounce- 
ability of Mr. Frelinghuy.sen’s name had much 
to do with the defeat of Clay in 1814. 
What 
elected Buchanan and Breckinridge it is diffi­ 
cult to tell unless it was the juxtaposition of 
the two Bs ; but Polk and D.vlhs, Pierce and 
King, even Taylor and Fillmore and Lincoln 
and Hamlin, were etslly grasped by the peo­ 
ple. 
H ad General Pierce’s name been pro­ 
nounced generally as tbe Yankees pronounce 
it, Perce, this would in itself have beaten him. 
G rant’s patronymic, in spite of the well-known 
oddities of the paternal Jesse, is a good name 
to attach a Colfax or a Cameron to ; but Chase 
and Hancock is the perfection of beauty. Sey­ 
mour was defeated by tbe everlasting blare 
over the name of bis associate ; but in Chase 
there are running qualities and in Hancock 
fighting qualities that must not be overlooked 
in a political canvass. 
These m ature reflections, in connection with 
the opinions of the men who this day speak 
through the H e r a l d , may have tho effect of 
rousing Tammany from its lethargy. 
Tho fact 
8 that ju st now Tammany is demoralized. The 
late riots have greatly discomposed the w ar­ 
riors of tho wigwam. 
They are waiting for 
the country to speak more unmistakably be­ 
fore they make any movement of their Presi­ 
dential columns. 
A few hot-headed persons, 
Orangemen and Ribbonmen, made all their pre­ 
vious figures come out wrong, and they cannot 
begin again without fresh data. 
This we fur­ 
nish them with in a measure this morning, and 
they may now again go on and endeavor to 
work out the g reat problem. 
But not only Tammany but the whole demo­ 
cratic party is for tho present in a quandary. 
The men who are aspirants for tho Presidential 
nomination are averse to the interviewing re­ 
porter; they are afraid to talk lest a word 
should blow their political craft clean out of 
tbe water. 
Hancock is ready enough to de­ 
clare himself upon any necessary occasion, 
and to define his position when the work of a 
convention is ended; but now he keeps bis 
mouth hermetically sealed. 
Chase is also 
silent, but a few weeks ago be spoke clearly 
and succinctly to a H e r a l d correspondent. 
That conversation wo partially reproduce to­ 
day, together with some of the letters and 
opinions of General Hancock, to show the fit­ 
ness of both to become the democratic sUndard 
bearers. 
Hendricks alone has the courage or 
tbe foresight to discuss tho Presidintial issues, 
and even be is wonderfully reserved and re ti­ 
cent on the great question of tbe nomination. 
Everybody will come rouid to it in time ; but 
t ’uen it may be too late to catch tbe breeze 
which bears forward to victory. 
The thoughts of the leading politicians of 
the country are always an important m atter 
in the year preceding a Presidential nom ina­ 
tion. 
The republicans all think that G rant 
will be renominated, and most of them believe 
be will be re-elected. 
But ibe democrats do 
not appear to be thinking to any great pur­ 
pose. 
They have too many candidates and 
too few counsellors. 
Each of their leading 
men demands the Presidency or nothing. 
Hoffman, Huudricks, Pendleton, John Quincy 
Adams, even staid old Asa Packer, would 
hesitate about the Vice Presidency. 
The 
office seems to have falleo into contempt, 
whether through Andy Johmson or through 
Ben Wade we are at a loss to decide. 
This 
should not be tbe case, for the position is an 
honorable one, which has been filled by John 
Adams, Jefferson, George Clinton, D.miel D. 
Tomkins, Calhoun and Van Burea, and it only 
falls short of the rosponsibility and dignity of 
tbe Presidential chair itself. 
To name a weak 
man for the place is to weaken tbe chances of 
a ticket immensely, and sometimes to defeat it 
in the face of excellent prospects. 
If tbe 
democrats should repeat in 1872 the folly of 
18B8 they will be likely to be puuisbed then as 
they were punished before. 
One of the most remarkable indications of 
the fiersonal feelings of leading democrats up 
to this time is tbe declared preference of Mr. 
John Quincy Adams for Governor Hoffman. 
Should Mr. Headricks pursue tbe policy he 
marked out for himself to our currespoodent, 
and repress the ardor of his Irieads, and ihe 
New England element Uke up Hoffman in 
earnest, tbe Governor may make a very strong 
fight. 
But even if he should be nominated the 
difficulty of finding a colleague for him would 
prove almost insurinountable. 
Not that tbe 
Usk would be a more severe one in his case 
tlian in the case of Hendricks, or Hancock, or 
Pendleton. 
The democracy can make only 
one combiuation which is a really strong one, 
and that is the combination we have named 
for them. 
With any other ticket the Vice 
rresidential candidate will come rattling be­ 
hind like an extra muU tied to the tail uf the 
cart Jiopsc. 
o r all tbe signs of tho approaching canvass 
Colonel McClure points to tbe most cheering 
prospe :l8 for the democracy. 
McClure is a 
republican, a politician and u “disappointed 
mail,” so far as Grant is concerned. 
He made 
his money in politics, and we have his own 
a ithoriiy for it that it was in politics that he 
Ion it. 
When he was the edilor of a country 
n'-wsp.ip'T, 
nearly twenty years ago, 
ho 
organiz-'d the war against Cameron, and has 
ever siucc k ;pt it .tlive. 
CurUa wa.s a mere 


ptippet In bisbanas, and Cameron was scarcely 
a mulch for him either in activity or astute­ 
ness. 
The “ new d'partnre" of the democracy 
has pleased him well, because it affordf him 
] and Ilia faction an opportunity for going over 
to the democratic party. 
He could not, as a 
m atter of course, carry over with him the 
entir.' Curtin wing of tho radical organization 
in Pennsylvania, but he could divert votes 
enough from the republicans to defeat them in 
a State where their mujorlty is not overwhelm­ 
ing. 
Ho seems to be making an unlooked-for 
opportunity for tho democracy and endanger­ 
ing Grant where Grant can least afford to be 
attacked. 
It remains to be seen whether the 
democracy wiil profit much from this oppor- 
tunlty; but It cannot do so unless tbe ticket 
strengthens in every respect the new move­ 
ment principles of the party. 
All that tbe politiciaaa on either side have 
yet uttered on the Issues of the next campaign 
shows that the dead questions of the past are 
to bo forgotten. 
Mr. Trumbull thinks the 
great qiie.=itionB of the Presidential canvass 
will be tho finances, taxation and civil service 
r. form, 
Mr. John 
Q lincy Adams 
fully 
accords with Mr. Trumbull in 
this view. 
General McClellan, in his Tammany letter, 
indicated something very like this, because 
the burying of dead Issues involves the taking 
up of liviug ones. 
But Mr. Hendricks la timid 
on tbe “ uew departure” resolutions. 
“ I 
haven’t thought much about them yet," he 
says; “ I haven’t had tim e.” 
Manliness and 
straightforwardness in forgetting the past are 
necessary to the democracy now. 
If the party 
acts wisely in this respect, takes advantage of 
republican dissensions, and nnites upon a good 
Presidential ticket. G rant will not be allowed 
to walk over the Presidential course next 
time. 
Our accounts of tho Presidential pool 
fail to show complete evidences of this wisdom 
and unanimity, and we shall have to wait yet 
awhile to see more.

The evil condition of affairs In Spain is re­ 
flected even in Cuba. 
Tbe prison in Havana 
is called the Hotel de Concha, after a man 
who was once Captain General of tho island, 
and whom Zulueta, the noted slave dealer, is 
seeking to make the successor of Valmaseda. 
In such hands, and even in the bands of milder 
men, the prisons and tbe garrote take tbe 
place of law and the authority of Spain is 
disregarded. 
Most of those upon whom tho 
young King is compelled to lean recelvec’ at 
least a part of their training in the Cuban 
school. 
Tbe roitennesa at home la aggravated 
by tbe rottenness in tbe colonies, and tbe 
whole fabric o f Spanish nationality seems on 
the eve of falling to the ground. 
A recent outrage in Cuba will show with 
what disrespect Spain is treated in that island. 
A planter liamcd Don Juan Colas, living on 
his estate some distance from Santiago de 
Cuba, received permission in 1869 to have a 
number of armed men on Lis plantation to 
protect it from marauding insurgents. 
Lately 
tbe spirit of condemning men to death has 
become so rife In that part of the island that 
nearly fifty persons have been executed for 
the mere purpose of seizing their estates, and 
as the plantation of Colas was a valuable one 
tbe fact that be could not account for all tbe 
arms he had received was made the pretext 
for his arrest. 
When it became known in 
Spain Marshal Serrano telegraphed asking 
that bo should bo kept fully advised of the 
trial of bis good friend Colas. But tbe wealthy 
Cuban was hastily condemned. 
Even then 
the bloodthirsty Spaniards were afraid their 
prey might escape thorn, and tbe Circulo 
Espafiol of Santiago de Cuba endeavored to 
telegraph to the Casino Español of Havana 
to iiifluenco the Captain General to approve 
the senten-'e 
of death. 
General Polanca 
would not allow the telegram to be sent. 
Then Colonel Carizales, the president of the 
court martial which bad condemned him, went 
to the prison where Colas was confined, and, 
removing some negroes from the stocks, he 
put the head of tho aged prisoner Into them, 
and in this manner suffocated him. 
A more 
atrocious m urder never wa.s committed, and 
yet the brute who commUted tbe t'oul deed will 
be promoted rather than punished. 
When it is*remem berod that this crime, 
•which is only a specimen of kindred outrages, 
was done in defiance of the authority of tbe 
Captain General of Cuba, and against tbe in­ 
terposition of the Prime Minister of Spain, it 
is not tobe wondered that Valmaseda is pro­ 
nounced a failure that a man w.to will seek to 
reopen the slave trade may be appointed in 
his place, or that Serrano should fail in com­ 
pleting an acceptable Ministry and the young 
Ring b > toppling to bis fall. 
Spain has many 
woes, but Cuba is tbe worst of all her mis­ 
fortunes. 
Cuba is humbling Spain, and some 
day other nations will be compelled to humble 
Cuba in the interests of civilization and hu­ 
manity.

Wo siibiiilt to our readers this morning an 
oxcedingly Interesting speol.il II krvi.d de­ 
spatch in referiUiee to tho action of tho Pope, 
now that King Victor Emmanuel, with the 
It tlian govor.iment. Is established in Rome as 
the capital of united Italy. 
From this d e ­ 
spatch it appears that the Holy Father may 
leave Rome any day—that tb:*y are making 
preparations for his recepHou at the chfiteau of 
M. Valery, in the island of C orsica; that In 
pursu.aoce of an und«rstaDding with C.trdinal 
Antonelli said obiUeau has been placed at the 
disposal of the P o p \ and hence the movement 
in France to guarantee to the Supreme Pontiff 
the temporal sovereignty over Corsica. 
It 
further appears that PIo Nano wishes to pub­ 
lish a Syllabus in regard to the Italian occu­ 
pation of Rome, declaring all temporal power* 
held from the Pope and void when against him 
and bis decrees, and that raes'tirea have 
already been taken In Route touching tbv 
choice of the next Pope. 
Several C irdinals, 
says our cable despatch, are in favoi of a man 
not unfriendly to Italy, and uf a conipronise 
through bis election. 
Another cable despatch has it that M. F tv re 
persists In bis reslgnatioa bsoaass tbe petition 
of Ihp bishops urging the gov >rninent to sup­ 
port the temporal power of tho Pope has be.-n 
referred to the Ministry of Foreign Affair* 
It was scarcely conceivable that M. Favre 
could act otherwise. 
He has all his Ilfs long 
beau a consistent liberal, and it is not to be 
imagined that now, when some of the princi­ 
ples for which be has nobly fought are in the 
ascendant, he will go back upon himself and 
upon the principles of liberty. 
In regard to the threatened abandonment of 
Rome by the Holy Father and the taking up 
of bis abode in the island of Corsica, we 
cannot say that we have not been prepared 
for some such course ot conduct. 
Tlie Pope 
has never accepted the situation; nay, he haa 
oa more than one occasion openly and emphati­ 
cally declared that be could not and would 
not accept it; and bis Prime Minister, Car­ 
dinal Antonelli, has never retracted the state­ 
ment that compromise was impossible so long 
as any portion of the territories included be­ 
tween “ the line of the Po and tbe Neapolitan 
frontier” was withheld from the Holy See. 
It 
ought not to be forgotten In this connection 
that some months ago it was reported, on 
what, at the time, seemed good authority, 
that directly the King of Italy entered Rome 
the Pope would retire and take up his abode 
In Corsica, where accommodations had already 
been provided for him. 
There is nothing, 
therefore, in tbe snnouneemont of our special 
despatch which can be regarded in tbe light of 
a surprise. 
The departure of the Pope from 
Rome, seeing that he cannot and will not 
accept the sitnation, is what many are fully 
prepared 
for. 
Aud 
since 
there 
Is 
no 
longer any Gaeta to which 
he c.in flee 
for 
refuge, 
since 
Avignon 
and 
Fon­ 
tainebleau are 
both 
associated with 
un­ 
happy memories, and, since the 
Dollinger 
movement has made Fulda, which was once 
spoken of as a residence, in the last degree un­ 
desirable, the Holy Father can hardly make a 
better selection than Corsio.!. 
Malta, 
for 
many reasons, is preferable; but Malta, un­ 
fortunately for tho Pope, is the property of 
heretical England. 
If it bo true that the Holy Father is about to 
issue another Encyclical, declaring himself to 
bo, under God, tho source of all temporal as 
well as all spiritual authority, wa can only 
say, neither does this surprise us. 
Has he 
not made such declarations time and again? 
Such sentiments were emphatically expressed 
in the famous encyclical of 18G4. 
They found 
e.Tpression again in the sylLib is, which will 
be rememberod in all time to come in con­ 
nection with the Vatican Conn 
of 1869-70. 
The reiteration of such senti ;ients, in any 
such document a.s that which is said to bo in 
preparation, will only serve to prove, beyond 
all possibility of doubt, that there cannot, 
during the life uf tbe present 
Pope, 
be 
any new departure for 
tho 
Papacy. 
His 
successor, it is passible, will feel himself more 
at liberty to look at things from a new stand­ 
point ; and it will be well for himtalf, for the 
Papacy and for the peace of Europe, if recog­ 
nizing accomplished facts, he shall succeed in 
making an end of the war between tho Holy 
See and modern progress. 
For the present, 
however, it does seem as if Pope Pius the 
Ninth wa.s about to leave R om e; and, as we 
have said already, it will not surprise us to 
learn, any one of these fine mornings, that the 
old man, having shaken tbe dust of Rome from 
his feet, and having in v o k e the vengeance of 
Heaven upon his enemies, has set sail for 
Corsica. 
Whatever may be thought of tbe wisdom or 
unwisdom of the Holy Father fighting against 
fate, there are few who will refuse to admit 
that in interlering with Italian affairs France 
is taking a stop which, while it can do the 
Pope no good, can scarcely fail seriously to 
imperil her own best interests. 
M atters, in 
fact, already look bad. 
President Thiers has 
never concealed the fact that he is opposed to 
the course pursued by the Italian government 
toward the Papacy ; but on Saturday be had 
no choice but to speak against the petition uf 
the bishops. 
M. Gambetta took a similar*view 
of the situation; and now, that the good sense 
and sound advice of the best men in France 
have been despised, Thiers and Gam betta and 
the rest being outvoted, M. Favre threatens 
to resign because the petition of the bishops 
has been sent by tiie authority of the Assembly 
to the Ministry of Foreign Affiirs. 
We do not 
wonder that Frauoe should be anxious to re­ 
gain the protectorate of the Holy Father. 
Her 
relations to Rome have for many centuries 
been flattering to French vanity. 
It is not 
forgotten that the b.ayonets of the French 
republic brought back, in 1850, the present 
Pontiff from bis temporary exile and re-estab­ 
lished him in all bis authority. 
It in not for­ 
gotten that for twenty year.n the soldiers o f 
France maintained him in Rome in spite of tbe 
will of the Roman people. 
It is as little for­ 
gotten that the blow which struck Fiance to 
the earth struck down the tem poral 
sovc- 
rcignty of the Pope. 
It is not, therefore, at 
all iinnatiiral that Frauoe should seek to re. 
store tho temporal j>owor. 
But is it wine? 
Tho temporal power fell with the entire ooiisent 
of the thinking, refiectiiig, reasoning men of 
the a;e.

Spanish government has authorised ieflor 
Lopez Roberts, its representative at W ashing­ 
ton, to appoint a third commisdon or to act 
as such for the mixed oommlesion appointed 
to examine the claims of A nericsn citisens 
against G reat Britain. 
Señor Lopes, we see, 
has already been 
elected as 
third com­ 
missioner 
or 
umpire, 
and 
we 
applaud 
the choice as a sagacious one. 
American 
interests will receive an eqiilUble siHtlement 
at the hands of the Spanish .Minister. 
It 
were well if the Commlssion would hold Its 
session in this city. 
New York, being the 
e n tr e of commercial interest!, would afford 
great facilities to the clainiants, and there 
would be less delay and difficulty in getting 
the witnesses, who mostly live in tbe city. 
We recommend this consideration to the at- 
tion of tbe Commissioners. 
The government of Spain has likewise signi­ 
fied its intention to adhere to the rules of 
neutrals towards belligerents as set down in 
the Treaty of Washington. 
This is a graceful 
act on the part of the*Spanish government, 
and will tend to strengthen the friendly rels- 
tious already existing between the Uuited 
States and Spain. 


Tbe Qneatiea of Rapid Traweli. 


Mr. Hilton, President of the Viaduct Rail­ 
way Company, has presented a report of tbe 
proposed routes, cost, income and probable 
results of tbe projected rapid transit sóbeme. 
The road will coat, according to his estimates, 
$22,500,000 for each of tbe two branches from 
City Hall to tbe upper end of the Island. 
There are to be four tracks to each b ra n c h - 
two for fast travel, stopping only every two 
miles, and two for half mile acoommodalion 
trains. 
The time of the fast line will be twenty 
minutes from City Hall to Harlem — s rate at 
which the most impatient Young American 
cannot demur. 
Branch roads will be built 
between the City Hall depot and tbe Battery. 
Mr. Hilton estimates that two hundrsd and 
fifty thousand passengers will use tbe Viaduct 
curs daily, and tbe number will constantly 
increase by reason of the increase of popula­ 
tion in tho upper part of the island sure to 
result from 
the completion of 
tbe road. 
But the cars will also carry freight, and as 
it will connect with the great interior trunk 
lines that will 
then msko 
their terminua 
along Harlem River, if we judge rightly Mr. 
Hilton’s language, it will receive large cargoes 
of freight and immense numbers of passen­ 
gers from these sources. 
Then the store­ 
houses on the lots of the company will be let 
out at good rents, and from all these sources 
an annual income is aggregated of nine and a 
half millions of dollars or five and a quarter 
millions net. 
These figures, except that some of them seem 
to he taken for granted upon rather slender 
premises, are encouraging enough to stock­ 
holders ill the Viaduct Railway, but they are 
not as soothing balm to the sore oppressed 
denizens of the city who waut to go fn>m the 
City Hall to Harlem in twenty mloiites. 
Mr. 
Hilton says not a word upon the iinporlaiit 
subject oC when we are to have his road. 
Elaborate estimates will avail nothing so long 
as there is no visible evidonce of auy ener­ 
getic coaxincncement of the work, and they 
aro worse than nothing now—a mere mockery 
of figiuros, indeed—if tbe work is to consuiae 
five or ten years in conatruction.

THE COREAN WAR. 


Dospa'ches from Admiral Bodgers -Reticence at 
the N a v y Department-Ireachsry 
of Corean Officials. 


Washinuton. July 24. 1871, 
The Navy Dc,iariraent to-day received dcspalclics 
from Rear Admiral Rodgers, of tno Asiatic flwl, 
giving details of the first day’s engagement of tho 
Corean fight, which, it ts sta'ed at the Dcparimcnt, 
mainly confirms the recent telegrams received troiu 
8an Francisco. 
The repre.NeuUiives of the press 
have not been permitted to see the reports, nor will 
thoy be given to the public until the reiiii n of .Secre­ 
tary Robeson. 
It IS uDdcri.too«l, however, that 
luller and more Intere.stlng d su ils of the conclusion 
of the fight will 1)6 received by the next steamer. 
The rcpoiU already at baud do not alter the loam 
facts as previously reported, but are more full ami 
circumstantial. 
A private letter, dattul June 8. says when the snr- 
Toylng party commenced their operations they were 
met by government oificera, wpo iii(orme<l ibem 
that there would be no objection to ttieir work; but 
when they went lurthcr up tho nyer they were fired 
upon, the otnctals having acted treacherously amt 
as decoys. The natives are represented as fine look­ 
ing, somewhat resembling our Indians.

His Ninety-nmth and One Hundredth Sermons 
in Saratoga.

The condition of the cotton, wheat and corn crops 


tor"july, as -veertamed at the Department of Agrl- 
enltnre, has already been publlsled in advance of 
toe piinted report. It aprears from the latter, 
which lias Jnst been published, the indications are 
that the crop or potatoes will bs a fall average. It 
Has had to contend xvith the droughts aad late 
irosta In many of the States devoted to Its 
emture, witn grasshoppers in some of the Eastern 
States, and with the Colorado bug In nearly all of 
tae Western States; but to offset these imfavorable 
conditions the season, as a whole, has been favora- 
ble. There is an increase In tho aggre?a*e acreage; 
the rot IB not reported, and tho farmers, knowing 
the penis to which the croo was exposed, liave 
mown unusnal diligence In caring for It. 


The season has been unfavorable for the grass, 


owing mainly to tne rrevalence of drongut. The 
drought of last season has also had an unfavorable 
effect on meadows and pastures. There will be a 
short hay crop. In Maine, whete hay 13 a leading 
staple, the yield will not much exceed two-thirds 
or an average crop.

The average. In most or the Southern and West- 
ern states and in Oregon tne pastures are above the 
Average and the condition of clover and timothy, 
where groivn, .s equally good. In California clover 
and timothy have Uad a flne growth, wuiie pastures 
are in relatively low condition. In seciiou.3 where 
pastn-es and meaaows have partially faded It Is not 
too late to aapolement them with corn as a soiling 
<rop. 


Frosts in April ana May, following the remarkably 


early opening of spring, greatly lessened the pros- 
pect ot a ffooa crop of apples. A short crop is indi- 
cated in all the Slates where they are most largely 
jrrowa, probably turee-fourtns of 
an average. 


l>eacheshave escaped with less damage, and in the 
States where special attention Is given to the cul- 
ture the yield will be unusually large. The report 
makes no mention ot sugar and tobacco.

I 
accept the Solicitor's conclusions, and 1 nave to 
request tnat you will communicate tni? decision to 
officers of internal re.euue f(,r their guidance, call- 
ing their special attention to tne ract that it applies 
only to mierest on bonds paid pievious to the deci- 
sion of May i-t. 1S71, and not to dividends upon 
stoc6. Tne latter question has not been passed upon 
by me.

Over a year since an effort 
was made to Include the canals withm the meaning 
of section 9 of the act of 1804, as follows:— 


lhat all vessels navigating the bays, Inlets river",

:ept vessels subject to the jurisdiction of a foreii?ii 
Power and encaged in foreign trade, and not owned 
In whole or m part Dy a citizen of the Unurd states, 
shall be subject to the navigation laws of the United 
States. 


Under this section an effort was made to compel 


canal boats on canals to pay tae eame lees that are 
required of coasting vessels.

since the question as stated as above, was presented 
by the Collector of ihe Port of New TorK to Secre- 
tary Bontwell. it has been pending before the 
Treasury Department, and the Solicltoi has finally 
decided that canal boats entering tne navigable 
waters of the United states muse be enrolled and 
licensed. The importance of this decision cannot 
be over-estimated when 11 Is considered how much 
of the freight laden upon vessels at the ports of 
New YorS, Philadelphia, Chicago, Cincinnati and 
other ports, is transferred direct from the canal 
boats to the ship or steamboat.

There was not a scmtilla'ion or new light thrown 
npon a tragedy that bas left an indelible brand ot 
blood npon the history of civilization in the nine- 
teenth century 
It is probably Inevitable that it 


should be so, but it was nevertheless somewhat- 
strange to see an investigation into the cause of 
death of more than forty people Killed, rmder cir- 
cumstances of unusual publicity, yielding no more 
satisfactory result than If it had been as to now 
some poor unknown, wanderer hail lounil his or her 
way to the bottom of the rive1*, and whose bodv had 
been tasen to the Morgne, unsuccessfully, for identi- 
fication. 


There was of course quite an absence or excite- 


ment, and the only circumstance that broke up the 
dead now of formality that chaiactenzed all ths 
proceedings was the appearance of Mr Stephen J.

Politician* of the Country Think. 


We publish to-day a series of conversations 


with leading public ruon in different parts of 
the country on (he Presidential question juat 
now looming up in the eyaa of the people. II 
will bo seen t'aat fiere is a general acquies- 
cance iu tho renomiaatlon of President Grant 
by the republicans, the po'.iticians of both par- 
ties conceding it as a foregone conclusion. 
But tbe democrats have not yet settled down 
upon a candidate. Hancock is in many re- 
spects their s'.roig?at man. He has a brilliant 
war record, and his peaca record is conserva- 
tive and wise. He would neither govern the 
South by military power nor vex the North 
mA the dead issues of negro slavery and negro 
suffrage. 
But in all the high qualities which 


distinguish him he ia equalled by Chief Justice 
Chase, and surpassed in those which wait 
mostly upon age and come only with political 
service and experience. 
If the democracy 


should make him their candidate- they would 
find it difficult to fill the other place on the 
ticket; but with Chase and Hancock they 
would have one round and perfect as a star. 


The perfection of a ticket depends as much 


upon tha names of ths candidates as their 
qualities. The whigs would have had great 
difficulty in electing Harrison and Tyler had 
it not been for their effective war-cry of 
"Tippecanoe an-JTylsr too." Ths uaprononnce- 
abiliiy of Mr. Frslinghuysen's name had much 
to do with the defeat of Clay in 18i4. What 
elected Buchanan and Breekinridge it Is diffi- 
cult to tell unless it was tha juxtaposition of 
the two Bs ; but Polk and Dallas, Pierce and 
King, even Taylor and Fillmore and Lincoln 
and Hamlin, were easily grasped by the peo- 
ple. 
Had General Pierce's name been pro- 


nounced generally as the Yankees pronounce 
It, Perce, this would in itself have beaten him. 
Grant's patronymic, in spite of the well-known 
oddities of the paternal Jesse, is a good name 
to attach a Calfax or a Cameron to ; but Chase 
and Hancock is the p9rfection of beauty. Sey- 
mour was defeated by the everlasting blare 
over the name of his associate; but in Chase 
there are running qualities and in Hancock 
fighting qualities that must not be overlooked 
in a political canrass. 


These mature reflections, in connection with 


the opinions of the men who this day speak 
through the HEEALD, may have the effect of 
rousing Tammany from its lethargy. The fact 
s that jnst now Taiamany is demoralized. The 
late riots have greatly discomposed the war- 
riors of the wigwam. They are waiting for 
the country to speak more unmistakably be- 
fore they make any movement of their Presi- 
dential columns. 
A. few hot-headed parsons, 


Orangemen and Ribbonmen, mads all their pre- 
vious figures come out wrong^-and they cannot 
begin again without fresh data. This we fur- 
nish them with in a measure this morning, and 
they may now Again go«on and endeavor to 
work out the great problem. 


But not only Tammany but the whole demo- 


cratic party is for ths present in a qnandary. 
The men who are aspirants for ths Presidential 
nomination are averse to the interviewing re- 
porter; they are afraid to .talk lest a word 
should blow their political craft clean out -of 
the water. Hancock is ready enough to de- 
clare himself upon any necasaary occasion, 
and to define his position when the work of a 
convention is ended; but now he keeps his 
mouth hermetically sealed. 
Chase is also 


silent, but a few weeks ago he spoke clearly 
and succinctly to a HEEALD correspondent. 
That conversation we partially reproduce to- 
day, together with some of the letters and 
opinions of General Hancock, to show the fit- 
ness of both to become the democratic standard 
bearers. 
Hendricks alone has the courage or 


the foresight to discus? the Presidential issues, 
and even he is wonderfully reserved and reti- 
cent on the great question of the nomination. 
Everybody will come rouud to it in time ; but 
t Jen it may be too late to catch the breeze 
which bears forward to victory. 


The thoughts of the leading politicians of 


the country are always an important matter 
in the year preceding a Presidential nomina- 
tion. The republicans all think that Grant 
will be renominated, and most of them believe 
ho will be re-elected. But the democrats do 
not appear to be thinking to any great pur- 
pose. They have too many candidates and 
'too few counsellors. Each of their leading 
men demands the Presidency or nothing. 
Hoffman, Hendricks, Pendleton, John Quincy 
Adams, even staid old Asa Packer, would 
hesitate about the Vice Presidency. 
The 


office seems to have fallen into contempt, 
whether through Andy Johnson or through 
Ben Wude wo aro at a loss to decide. Tins 
should not be the case, for the position is an 
honorable one, which has been filled by Johu 
Adams, Jefferson, George Clinton, Daniel D. 
Tomkins, Calhoun and Van Buren, and it only 
falls short of the responsibility and dignity of 
the Presidential chair itself. To name a weak 
man for the placo is to weaken tho chances of 
a ticket immensely, and sometimes to defeat it 
in the face of excellent prospects. 
If the 


democrats should repeat in 1872 the folly of 
1808 they will bo likely to be punished then as 
they were punished before. 


One of the most remarkable indications of 


the personal feelings of leading democrats up 
to this time is the declared preference of Mr. 
John Qjincy Adams for Governor Hoffman. 
Should Mr. Hendricks pursue the policy ho 
marked out for himself to our correspondent, 
and repress tho ardor of bis frieads, aud the 
New England element take up Hoffman in 
earnest, the Governor may make a very strong 
light. But even if he should be nominated the 
difficulty of finding a colleague for him would 
prove almost insurmountable. Not that the 
task wonld bo a more severe ono in his case! 
than in the case of Hendricka, or Hancock, or 
Pendleton. 
The democracy can make only 


one combination which is a really strong one, 
and that is the combination we have named 
for ticm. With any other ticket the Vice 
Presidential candidate will come rattling be- 
hind liko an extra mul« tied to the tail of the 
cart horse. 


Of all the signs of tho approaching canvass 


Colonel McClure points to the most cheering 
prospects for tho democracy. 
McCIuro is a 


republican, a politician and a "disappointed 
man," so far as Grant is concerned. 
He made 


his money i'n politics, and we have his own 
authority for it that it was in politics that ho 
lost it. 
When ho, was tho editor of a country 


newspaper, nearly twenty years ago, 
he 


organized the war againat Cameron, and has 
ever since kejt H alive, Ourtin TM » J»er« 


puppet In his hands, and Cameron was scarcely 
a match for him cither in activity or astute- 
ness. The "new departure" of the democracy 
nas pleased him well, because it affords him 
and his faction an opportunity for going over 
to. the democratic party. 
He could not, as a 


matter of course, carry over with him the 
cntirj Curtin wing of the radical organization 
in Pennsylvania, but he could divert votes 
enough from the republicans to defeat them in 
a State where their mij >rity is not overwhelm- 
ing. He seems to b3 making an unlooked-for 
opportunity for the democracy and endanger- 
ing Grant where Grant can Uasl afford to be 
attacked. It remains to be seen whether the 
democracy wi.l profit much from this oppor- 
tunity ; but it cannot da so unless the ticket 
strengthens in every respect the new move- 
ment principles of the party. 


All that the politicians on either side have 


yet uttersd on the Issues of the next campaign 
shows that the dead questions of the past ara 
to be forgotten, 
Mr. Trumb-ill thinks the 


great questions of the Presidential canvass 
will be the finances, taxation and civil service 
reform. 
Mr. John Qjincy Adams 
fully 


accords with Mr. Trumbull in this Tiew. 
General McCielian, in his Tammany letter, 
indicated something very lika this, because 
the burying of dead issues invRves the taking 
up of living ones. But Mr. Hendricks is timid 
on the "new dsparture" resolutions. 
"I 


haven't thought much about them yet," he 
says; "I haven't had time." . Manliness and 
straightforwardness in forgetting the past ara 
necessary to the democracy now. If the party 
acts wisely in this respect, takes advantage of 
republican dissensions, and unites upon a good 
Presidential tickst, Grant will not be allowed 
to walk over the Presidential course next 
time. 
Our accounts of the Presidential pool 


fail to show complete evidences of this wisdom 
and unanimity, and we shall have to wait yet 
awhile to see more. 


Spain 
Caba—The 
Outrages 
Which 


Precede Diasntecrniion. 


The evil condition of affairs in Spain is re- 


flected even in Cuba. The prison in Havana 
is called the Hotel de Concha, after a man 
who was once Captain General of the island, 
and whom Zulueta, the noted slave dealer, is 
seeking to make the successor of Valmaseda. 
In such hands, and even in the hands of milder 
men, the prisons and the garrote take the 
place of law and the anthority of Spain is 
disregarded. Most of t'-iose upon whom the 
young King is compelled to lean received at 
least a part of their training in the Cnban 
school, Tbe rottenness at home is aggravated 
by the rottenness in the colonies, and the 
whole fabric of Spanish nationality aeems on' 
the eve of falling to the ground. 


A recent outrage in Cuba will, show with 


what disrespect Spain is treated in that island. 
A planter named Don Juan Colas, living on 
his estate some distance from Santiago de 
Caba, received p»raission in 1S69 to have a 
number of armed men on his plantation to 
protect it from marauding insurgents. Lately 
the spirit of condemning men to death has 
become so rife in that part of the island that 
nearly fifty persons have been executed for 
the mere purpose of seizing their estates, and 
aa the plantation of Colas was a valuable ona 
the fact that he could not account for all the 
arms he had received was made the pretext 
far ZiJS arrest.

Spain Marshal Serrano telegraphed asking 
that he should be kept fully advised of the 
trial of liis good fr'.end Coias. But the wealthy 
Cuban was hastily condemned. 
Even then 


the bloodthirsty Spaniards were afraid their 
prey might escape them, and the Circulo 
Espafiol of Santiago ds Cuba endeavored to 
telegraph to the Casino Espauol of Havana 
to influence the Captain General to approve 
the sentence of death. 
General Polanca 


wonld not allow the telegram to be sent. 
Then Colonel Carizales, the president of the 
court martial which had condemned him, went 
to the prison where Colas was confined, and, 
removins some negroes from the stoiAs, he 
put the head of the aged prisoner into them, 
and in this manner suffocated him. 
A more 


atrocious murder never was committed, and 
yet tbe brute who committed the foul deed will 
be promoted rather than punished. 


When it is remembered that this crime, 


which is only a specimen of kindred outrages, 
was done in defiance of the authority of tho 
Captain General of Cuba, and against the in- 
terposition of the Prime Minister of Spain, it 
is not to be wondered that Valmaseda is pro- 
nounced a failure that a man WJQ will seek to 
reopen the tlave trade may be appointed in 
hia place, or that Serrano should fail in 
com- 


pleting an acceptable Ministry and tho young 
King bo toppling to his fall. 
Spain has many 


woes, but Cuba is the worst of all her mis- 
fortunes. 
Cuba is humbling Spain, and some 


day other nations will be compelled to humble 
Cuba in the interests of civilization and hu- 
manity. 


Bad for tbe Flacea of Summer Resort.

The long spell of 
comparatively cool 


weather in the usually hottest part of the 
season is bad for the hotel proprietors of 
our oumeroua places of summer resort. 
Those 


who have not left their homes in the cities are 
debating the question aa to the wisdom of 
leaving at all, particularly aa more than a 
month haa passed since midsummer's day. 
The days are ahortoning perceptibly, the uun 
is losing some of its power, and the nights are 
becoming longer and cooler; and though wo 
may have spells of hot weather for a few days 
the "backbone of the summer," to use a com- 
mon expression, is broken.

France and the Island of 


We submit to our readers this morning an 


exc?e<iingly interesting special HEBALD de- 
spatcb in rcfcrjnco to the action of the Pope, 
now tliat King Victor Emmanuel, with the 
Italian cover, im.-nt, is established in Rome as 
the capital of united Italy. 
From this de - 


spatoh it appsara that the Holy Father may 
leave Rome any day — that they aro miking 
preparations for hi* reception at the chateau of 
M. Valery, in the island of Corsica ; that in 
pursuance of an understanding w'.th Cardinal 
Autonelli said chateau hits been plaesd at the 
disposal of the Pops, and hence the movement 
in France to guaraitee to the Supreme Pontiff 
the temporal sovereignty over Corsica. 
It 


further appears that Pio Nona wishes to pub- 
lish a Syllabus in regard to the Italian occu- 
pation of Borne, declaring all temporal powers 
held from the Pope and void when against him 
and his decrees, and that measures have 
already been takea in Roma touching tbe 
choice of tuo next Pope. Several Cardinals, 
says our cable despatch, are in favor of a man 
not unfrbndly to Italy, ana of a compromise 
through his election. 


Another cable despatch has it that 51. Favre 


persists in his resignation bacansa the petition 
of the bishops urging the government to sap- 
port the temporal power of the Pope has been 
referred to the Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
It was scarcely conceivable that M. Favre 
could act otherwise. He has all his life long 
beea a consistent liberal, and it is not to be 
imagined that now, when some of the princi- 
ples for which he has nobly fought are in the 
ascendant, ha will go back upon. . himself and 
upon the principles of liberty. 


In regard to the threatened abandonment of 


Rome by the Holy Father and the taking up 
of his abode in the island of Corsica, we 
cannot say that we have not been prepared 
for some such course of conduct. The Pope 
has never accepted the situation ; nay, he has 
Oft more than one occasion openly and emphati- 
cally declared that he could not and would 
not accept it ; and his Prime Minister, Car- 
dinal Antonelli, has nsver retracted the state- 
ment that compromise was impossible 60 long 
as any portion of the territories included be- 
tween "the line of the Po and the Neapolitan 
frontier" was withheld from the Holy See. 
It 


ought not to be forgotten in this connection 
that some months ago it was reported, on 
what, at the time, seemed good authority, 
that directly the King of Italy entered Roms 
the Pope would retire and take np his abode 
in Corsica, where accommodations had already 
been provided for him. 
There is nothing, 


therefore, in the announcement of our special 
despatch which can be regarded in the light of 
a sprprise. The departure of the Pops from 
Rome, seeing that, he cannot and will not 
accept the situation, is what many are fully 
prepared 
for. 
And 
since thero is no 


longer any Gaeta to which he can flee 
for 
refuse, 
since 
Avignon 
and 
Fon- 


tainebleau are 
both 
associated with un- 


happy memories, and, since the Dollinger 
movement has made Fulda, which was once 
spoken of as a residence, in the last degree un- 
desirable, ths Holy Father can hardly mike a 
better selection than Corsica. Malta, 
for 


many reasons, is preferable ; but Malta, un- 
fortunately for the Pope, is the property of 
heretical England. 


If it be true that the Holy Father is about to 


issue another .Encyclical, <iuoU»iQS bSmwlf to 
be, under God, the source of all temporal as 
well as all spiritual authority, we can only 
say, neither does this surprisa us. Has he 
not made such declarations time and ajain? 
Such sentiments were emphatically expressed 
in the famous encyclical of 1804. They found 
expression again in tho syllabus, which will 
be rememberod in nil time to- come in con- 
nection with tho Vatican Council of 1869-70. 
The reiteration of such sentiments, in any 
such document as that which is said to ba in 
preparation, will only serve to prove, beyond 
all possibility of doubt, that there cannot, 
during the life of the present Pope, be 
any new departure for the Papacy. His 
successor, it is possible, will feel himself more 
at liberty to look at things from a new stand- 
point ; and it will ba well for hiinaelf, for the 
Papacy and for the peace of Europe, if recog- 
nizing accomplished facts, he shall succeed in 
making an end of the war between the Holy 
See and modern progress. For tho present, 
however, it does seem as if Pope Pius the 
Ninth was about to leave Roma ; and, aa we 
have said already, it will not surprise us to 
learn, any one of these fine mornings, that the 
old man, having shaken the dust of Rome from 
his feet, and having invoked the vengeance of 
Heaven upon his enemies, has set sail for 
Corsica. 


Whatever may bo thought of the wisdom or 


unwisdom of the Holy Father fighting against 
fate, there ara few who will refuse to admit 
that in interfering with Italian affiiira France 
is taking a step which, while it can do the 
Pope no good, can scarcely fail seriously to 
imperil bar own best interests. Matters, in 
fact, already look bad. President Thiers has 
never concealed the fact that he is opposed to 
tho course pursued by the Italian government 
toward the Papacy ; but on Saturday he had 
no choice but to speak against the petition of 
the bishops. M. Gambetta took a similarView 
of the situation; and now, that the good sense 
and sound advice of tho best men in France 
have been despised, Thiers and Gambetta and 
tho rest being outvoted, M. Favro threatens 
to resign because tho petition of the bishops 
has been sent by the- authority of the Ai^ouobly 
to the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 
We do not 


wonder that France should be anxious to re- 
gain the protectorate of the Holy Father. 
Her 


relations to Rome have for many centuries 
been flattering to French vanity. It is not 
forgotten that tho bayonets of* th» French. 
republic brought back, in 1850, tho present 
Pontiff from bis temporary exile and re-estab- 
lished him in all his authority. 
It is not for- 


gotten that for- twenty" years the soldiers of 
France maintained him in Rome in spite of tho 
will of the Roman people. It is as little for- 
gotten that tho blow which struck Franco to 
tho earth struck down the temporal sove- 
reignty of the Pope. It ia not, therefore, at 
all unnatural that France should seek to re- 
store the temporal power. But is it wise? 
Tho temporal power fell with the entire consent 
of the thinkinj, reflecting, reasoning men of 
the a^e. And now that tho temporal sceptr e 
has been broken, we know no man not blinded 
by prejudice or misled by interest who 
.triahei to MM U reatorad. 
Tbo Ml. of. 


the temporal powoi 
wa§ a preliminary : 411 to bar detection, for the murttereS man ia 


necessity to the complete unification of Italy. 
The unification of Italy and the consolidation 
of Germany are, to all who have the wel- 
fare of humanity at heart, the two great 
encoiwaifing events of thesa times. They are 
accomplished facts. The work is done, and it 
cannot be undone. Is France prepared to 
fight for the restoration of the temporalities ? 
It would seem as if the bishops were ready to 
Buckle on the sword. 
It is quite clear that M. 


Thiers is not so prepared. Neither is Gam- 
betta. Neither is M. Favra. Even if Franco 
were united as ono man, would France be 
allowed to set foot on Italian soil for the pur- 
pose of reinstating the Pope ? It is not long 
since Italy was a useful ally to Prussia. 
Would Bismarck silently look ou ? Would any 
of the great Powers of Europe permit such aa 
outrage? MM. Thiers, Favra and Gambetta 
know that war with Italy for such a purpose ia 
impossible. What, then, can France do to 
restore the Pope to his temporal sovereignty ? 
Absolutely nothing. Agitation on this subject 
can have but one result. 
If persisted in it 


will make an eid of the rule of the moderates, 
wiio are really doing well, and fling the coun- 
try once more into tae hands of extrem- 
ists, opening the door again to the Commune 
and furnishing a frssh opportunity for the 
restoration of the empire. As France is too 
weak to act she ojght to be wise enough to be 
silent. 


While we see great trouble arising in France 


through the agitation of this q lestion, we can. 
see no good whioh can result to the Holy 
Father by bis abandoning the ancieat city. His 
position is made as comfortable as the Italian 
government can make it. Tae latter of our 
special correspondent at Roma in the HERALD 
of Monday shows that the Roman people have 
no sympathy with him in his sorrows. 
They 


rejoice in the change. 
We must repeat our 


advice to the Holy Father 
Let him remain in 


Rome and peacefully spend the remainder of 
his days. He has do.ne what he canld. 
Let 


him leave it to his successor to resume the 
fight where he has left ic off. In Rome he is 
still the spiritual chief of the Catholic world. 
Away from t:ie Chair of St. Peter he will be 
an exile and a dependent. Such is our advice ; 
but we are by no msans saiisfiad that the ad- 
vice will be taken. The presumption is that 
this Papal qnestion will breed great trouble, 
not only in Italy and France, but all over 
Europe. 
The election of the successor of Pius 


tue Ninth promises to ba one of the greatest 
events in the history of the Papacy. 


Carrying Ont the Treaty of Washington. 


Another step toward the fulfilment of the 


Treaty of Washington has been taken. 
The 


Spanish government has authorized Seflor 
Lopez Roberts, its representative at Washing- 
ton, to appoint a third commission or to act 
as such for the mixed commission appointed 
to examine the claims of American citizens 
against Great Britain. 
Ssfior Lopez, we see, 


has already been elected as 
third 
com- 


missioner 
or 
umpire, 
and we applaud 


the choice as a sagacious one. 
American 


interests will receive an equitable settlement 
at the hands of the Spanish Minister. 
It 


were well if the Commission would hold its 
session in this city. New York, being the 
centre of commercial interests, would afford 
groat facilities to the claimants, and there 
would be less delay and difficulty in getting 
the witnesses, who mostly live in the city. 
We recommend this consideration to the at- 
ticn of the Commissioners. 


The government of Spain has likewise signi-

The Question of Rapid Transit. 


Mr. Hilton, President of the Viaduct Rail- 


way Company, has presented a report of the 
proposed mates, cost, income and probable 
results of the projected rapid transit scheme. 
The road will cost, according to his estimates, 
$22,560,000 for each o'f the two branches from 
City Hall to the upper end of the island. 
There are to be four trucks to each branch- 
two for fast travel, stopping only every two 
miles, and two for half mile accommodation 
trains. The time of the fast line will be twenty 
minutes from City H<ill to Harlem—a rate at 
which the most impatient Young American 
cannot demur. Branch roads will be built 
betw.een tho City Hall depot and the Battery. 


Mr. Hilton estimates that two^hundred nud 


fifty thousand passengers will lisa the Viaduct 
cars daily, and tho number will constantly 
increas* by reason of the increase of popula- 
tion in the upper part of tho island sure to 
result from 
the completion of the road. 


But the cars will also carry freight, and as 
it will connect with tho great interior trunk 
lines that will then make 
tlicir^terminus 


along Harlem River, if we judge rightly Mr. 
Hilton's language, it will receive large cargoes 
of freight and immense numbers of passen- 
gers from these sources. 
Then the store- 


houses on the lots of tho company will bo let 
out at good rents, and from all these sources 
an annual income is aggregated of nine and a 
half millions of doliartt or five and a quarter 
millions net. 


'• These figures, except that some of them seem 
to be taken for granted upon rather slender 
premises, are encouraging enough to stock- 
holders in tho Viaduct Railway, but they are 
not aa aoothing balm to the sore oppressed 
denizens of the city who want to go from the 
City Hall to Harlem iu twenty minutes. Mr.
